SOME ALFALFA EXPERIMENTS. 
In yiew of tiie widespread as well as 

Increasing Interest lu the subject of 
alfalfa growing it is worth living a 
snmnunry te this department of bnlle- 
tin No. 136, which lias been lately is- 
sued by the Nebraska experiment sta- 
tion and tells of the eKperience of 
farmers in different parts of the state 
in ^'etting u start witli tliis ralaable 
legume Twelve farmers co-operated 
in tlte work, carrying it on according 
to soggestfons and directions of the 
station directors. In this co-operative 
experimental work it was Uie aim to 
try out and compare the offset of three 
treatments in securing a stand of al- 
falfa and on subsequent growtti— 
first, liquid nitrogen cultures sent out 
by the United States department of 
agiicnllure; second. soH from wM 
established alfalfa fields, and, third, 
farm manure. Owing to the prevalence 
of drought and grasshoppe r s dnrlag 
the years 1910 and 1911 there was a 
fallare on tbe part of some of the co- 
operators to get a stand, but tbe re- 
sults aeenied by those who did get s 
stand brought ont tiie following con- 
clusions: That the use of term manure 
in proper amounts gnd properly ap- 
plisd la to be stro ng ly reeMmBended. 
that where difficulty Is experienced In 
getting a stand the soil should be in- 
oculated and that inoculation with 
soil from a well established alfalfa 
field or sweet clover patch gave uni- 
formly better results than were secur- 
ed by the use of liquid cultures. 



POR eANNINO SMALL PMirr. 

A lady reader of these notes gives 
the v.Tlter the following recipe for 
canning strawberries, raspberries and 
other small fruits and has given tiim 
a can of fine looking strawberries as 
proof that the method she follows Is 
a success: She first sterilizes her cans 
and covers with boiling water, then 
fills them with the uncooked berries, 
setting the cans in a dishpan contain- 
ing a quantity of warm water. Prior 
to this she has pr^tared her sirup, 
which is boiling hot. As soon as the 
water In the pan is brought to a boil 
the cans containing tbe berries are re- 
moved to a platter and the simp Is 
then poured over them. As the ber- 
ries shrink some, reducing the volume 
in the cans, enoogh sirup is added so 
that tbe cans run over. The covers 
are then screwed on, and the ]ob is 
done. The chief advantage of this 
metbod seems to be that the berriee re- 
taln their shape much better tiian 
where th^ are cocked for aome time.

SEED CORN TCSTS. 

Recent testes which the students of 
the agricultural course of the high 
school In the writer's hosae town hare 

made of a large supply of seed com 
."^uved last fall have brought out two 
interesting facts— first that ears that 
were picked and bung up In September 
before any heavy frost occurred show 
a practically perfect germination test, 
while ears that were picked after the 
first hesTy freese not only show a 
larger number of dead kernels, but in 
many instances the germinating power 
of those that grow is weak. If the 
average farmer wonld act on the infor- 
mation contained In these tests— pick 
his corn before Ihere is any frost and 
use care in keeping it dry during the 
winter— there wonld be practically no 
socb tidng as a seed com problem. 



IMPORTANT TO DAIRYMEN. 

It looks veiT much as if the day was 
not far distant when all dairymen 
furnishing milk to cities of any consid- 
erable size would be compelled to test 
their cows yearly for the detei tion of 
tuberculosis. The supreme cmu t of the 
United States has affirmed the deci- 
sion of a lower court granting mnnlcl- 
l a'ities the right of insisting on this 
test, and this gives the necessary foun- 
dation. Tbe wise dairyman who looks 
to the future of his business will not 
only take the steps necessary to eradi- 
'■ate the disease, but will Uxik carefully 
to the conditions under which bis cows 
are kept so as to reduce to a minimum 
the likelihood of the development of 
the disease And he will be justified in 
advertlains his nilk aa fnnn taberni- 
iln tested cows.

POOR MANAGEMENT. 

The Nebraska College of Agriculture 
last year sent out inquiries to 2.000 
farmers who are engaged in tbe grow- 
ing of wheat and found tbat with but 
few exceptions they burned their 
straw. The station officials say that 
in effect tbese^ farmers, as well as 
thousands of others who follow the 
same practice in Missouri, Kansas aiiil 
Oklahoma, are guilty of arson and are 
directly Impairing the productivity an<l 
physical quality of their soils. The 
station discourages this practice and 
urges the uge of the straw as a rough 
age for winter feeding, as a fertlli2er. 
as a preventlTe of soil blowing, to Im- 
prove the drainage, to loosen heavy 
and adbesive soils and for bedding. 



A PRACTICAL EXPERIMENT. 
No more needed or practical experi- 
ment conld be conducted by tbe elass 

in agriculture In many sections than 
that of making a test of alfalfa grow- 
ing. DIrectfons best suited to tbe cli- 
matic and soil conditions of any local- 
ity would be gladly furnished by the 
directors of the state agricultural col 
lege. Rightly, conducted, such an ex- 
periment wonld furnish just the data 
that dozens of farmers in the territory 
tributary to the school would be only 
too glad to get Tbe experiment would 
unquestionably pfore both practical 
and interesting.

We have h.id 
very good results by truusferriug the 
greenbofise system ootdoora. Thto to 
simply setting stakes about ten feet 
apart and stretching a wire over these' 
to which the vertical strinj;s are tied 
tipon which the vines are hoisted.
